More orphans coming 
from African countries

LILONGWE, Malawi Madonna’s efforts to adopt 
two youngsters from Malawi have drawn the 
paparazzi. But she isn’t alone: Westerners are 
increasingly seeking to bring home children 
from Africa as traditional sources like China and 
Russia cut back on adoptions by foreigners. 

The rising number of adoptions from 
Africa— particularly by Americans in 
Ethiopia— comes as the AIDS epidemic rav- 
aging the continent leaves more orphans in 
impoverished countries and surviving rela- 
tives are unable to care for them. 

Americans adopted 1,725 Ethiopian children 
in the 12-month period ending Sept. 30, 2008, 
about 70 percent of all U.S. adoptions from 
Africa, according to the U.S. State Department. 
The year before, i ,255 Ethiopian children were 
adopted by Americans. 

Thomas DiEilipo, president of the Joint 
Council on International Children’s Services, 
does not attribute the increase to a celebrity 
factor, but he says some high-profile adop- 
tions by celebrities have raised awareness of 
the availability of orphans in Africa. 

“One of the good things about the Madonna 
adoption or Angelina Jolie, those adoptions 
brought the need to the attention of Europeans 
or Americans,” he said. ‘And it brought the

possibility to people’s attention.” 

But critics have slammed Miadonna’s efforts 
to adopt a second child from Mialawi this week, 
accusing her of acting like a rich “bully” and 
using money and status to fast-track the adop- 
tion process. On Tuesday, Miadonna insisted 
she was following standard procedures. 

Many adoption agencies and child rights 
activists argue it is preferable for children to 
be taken care of by relatives or in their com- 
munities, with foreign adoptions allowed only 
as a last resort. Others say that isn’t always 
realistic. 

“Ideally more local adoptions would be 
best, but people aren’t coming forward, and 
if life is better out there then they should take 
it,” said Zoe Cohen, a private adoption con- 
sultant in South Africa. 

Adoption experts say the rise in adoptions 
from Africa is due to developments in China, 
Russia, Guatemala and other longtime sourc- 
es of orphans that have reduced the number 
of foreign adoptions. As a result, the number 
of foreign children adopted by Americans fell 
12 percent last year, the lowest level since 
1999 -

WHEN JUDGES 
ARE TOURISTS

When an international Olympic commission visits 
Chicago starting Thursday, reporters generally will 
be kept at arms’ length. So the Tribune formed its 
own international panel by pulling tourists off the 
street and taking them for a limo ride around the 
city’s proposed venues. 

We found them snapping pictures of the 
American Gothic statue in Pioneer Plaza and at the 
Harris Family Hostel in the South Loop. They were 
from such far-flung locales as Australia, Poland and 
southern Wisconsin, and ranged in age from i8 to 
6i. In exchange, we promised them lunch. 

It’s hard for us to know how our city looks to 
other people. So here is a frank assessment from 
one group of outsiders: If Chicago’s 2016 Summer 
Olympic bid were judged solely on the aesthetics of 
the proposed Olympic venues that are downtown, 
its bid would be formidable indeed, said the panel. 

“Spectacular,” said Bozidar Ivankovic, 28, of 
Santiago, Chile, standing on the steps of the Adler 
Planetarium within sight of proposed rowing. 


THE VERDICT 

Voting 6 to 1, the panel voiced enthusiastic approval 
for the bid while urging a cautious approach to 
Olympics construction in the neighborhoods. 

‘A 
clean, beautiful city” 

They thought the United Center was both daz- 
zling and intimate, a stand-in for a city that felt 
accommodating even as its skyline kept drawing 
their eyes upward. 

But as the tour headed south, the panelists’ enthu- 
siasm grew more muted at the prospect of tearing 
down Michael Reese Hospital to replace it with the 
proposed Olympic Village.

His Airness says in the 
video. “We’re ready.” 

Nonetheless, several protests 
are expected during the visit. 

Activists who want a Chicago 
Olympics to produce community 
jobs, minority contracts 
and affordable housing said 
Wednesday they will stage a 
protest during the IOC visit, 
despite a pending ordinance to 
ensure some of those benefits.

Man loses 
his store 
over pork

An Arab-American owner of a Chicago- 
area Dunkin’ Donuts store has to give 
up his franchise after he lost his long- 
running legal battle with the restaurant 
chain over his religious objections to 
selling pork products. 

A lawyer for Walid Elkhatib said 
Tuesday his client is in the process of 
removing Dunkin’ Donuts signs from 
his Westchester outlet, but apparently 
not fast enough for the company 

Dunkin’ Donuts went to federal 
court in Chicago on March 27 to stop 
Elkhatib, 59, from using the company’s 
trademarks and other proprietary mate- 
rials. 

The company’s lawsuit came two 
weeks after a federal jury found that 
the chain did not discriminate against 
Elkhatib for refusing to renew his fran- 
chise agreement because he declined to 
sell breakfast sandwiches with bacon, 
ham or sausage. 

The dietary restrictions ofElkhatib’s 
Muslim faith forbid him from eating or 
handling pork. When he decided to go 
into the restaurant business, his faith 
was one of the reasons why he invested 
in Dunkin’ Donuts in 1979. The chain 
did not introduce breakfast sandwiches 
until 1984. 

For nearly 20 years. Dunkin’ Donuts 
accommodated his religious beliefs, 
even providing him signs for his store 
that said, “No meat products available,” 
Elkhatib asserted in court documents. 
But in 2002, the company reversed 
course and told him it would not renew 
his franchise agreement if he did not sell 
its full line of products. 

Elkhatib sued the company but 
because he is not an employee of Dunkin’ 
Donuts, he could not sue under federal 
laws banning religious discrimination in 
the work place. Instead, he invoked a 
law that bars racial and certain forms of 
ancestry discrimination in the making of 
contracts. 

Elkhatib’s lawyer, Robert Habib, said 
his client will end his association with 
Dunkin’ Donuts, but he has a lo-year 
lease on the property and owns the 
equipment. 

“He plans to continue to operate a 
restaurant,” Habib said. “Walid will sur- 
vive.” 
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Woman falls to death 
from opera house 

The person who died in a fall 
from the Civic Opera House on 
Wacker Drive on Wednesday 
was a 19-year-old woman, 
police said. The death was 
being treated as a possible 
suicide, police said. Police 
found a vacant office on the 
44th floor, the door to which 
had apparently been pried 
open. Inside they found a bag 
with clothes and “tools,” said 
Lt. Charles Flynn. Officers also 
found the woman’s wallet, cell 
phone and a camera. 


Final arguments 
in bar brawl case 

Three off-duty police officers 
beat up a group of men at a 
West Loop bar for no reason 
other than they felt like it and 
figured they could get away 
with it, prosecutors said during 
closing arguments at the trial 
of a police sergeant and two 
officers charged in the attack. 
But defense attorneys said the 
attack was provoked by the 
alleged victims mocking one of 
the officers for crying over the 
recent death of his father.

A Chicago man selling 
magazines door to door is 
accused of raping an elderly 
Dallas-area woman and setting 
her on fire. Police In Grand 
Prairie, Texas, on Wednesday 
announced Tuesday night’s 
arrest of 23-year-old Daniel 
Deshawn Neal in Ft. Worth. 
Police gave no details on the 
company that employed Neal. 


Traders Indicted 
on fraud charges 

Two Chicago Board of Trade 
floor traders have been 
indicted on fraud charges 
for allegedly engaging in 
noncompetitive trades that 
allowed them to pocket more 
than $2 million that should 
have gone to customers, the 
U.S. attorney’s office in Chicago 
said Wednesday. Edward 
Sarvey, 46, of Lemont, and 
David Sklena, 49, of Skokie, will 
be arraigned at the Dirksen U.S. 
Courthouse at a later date, the 
office said.

Tax credit to boost checks

WASHINGTON Most workers will start 
seeing about a $io bump in their 
weekly paychecks this week, thanks to a 
new federal tax credit. 

The “Making Work Pay” tax credit, 
which took effect Wednesday was enacted 
as part of the economic recovery package 
that Congress passed in February It’s the 
Main Street version of the Wall Street 
bailout, doled out in bite-sized portions 
to workers in their paychecks. 

Unlike last year, when the government 
tried to stimulate the economy by mailing 


120 million rebate checks to taxpayers, 
this year’s version will be spread out over 
the rest of the year in workers’ paychecks. 
The goal is to get workers to spend the 
extra money to help jump-start the ailing 
economy 

“The president has asked every agency 
to implement this as quickly as pos- 
sible and that’s what we’re doing,” IRS 
Commissioner Doug Shulman said in an 
interview 

President Obama says the tax credit will 
reach 95 percent of working families. 


HOW IT WORKS 

The credit amounts to 6.2 percent of a 
worker’s earned income, up to $400 for 
the year. Married couples filing jointly are 
eligible for up to $800. Couples making 
less than $150,000 are eligible for the 
full credit. Couples making between 
$150,000 and $190,000 get reduced 
credits, while those making more than 
$190,000 are ineligible. Individuals 
making less than $75,000 are eligible for 
the full credit, while those making up to 
$95,000 get a reduced amount.

Secret identities, sweitering costumes and 
skating lessons— inside the lives of mascots

Even though tens of thousands of people watch J.D. work, no one knows it’s 
him. Here’s a hint: He’ll be the guy in the giant bird costume, maybe tackling 
goalies during an intermission race. 

J.D. plays Tommy Hawk, the Blackhawks mascot. He landed the role in De- 
cember after applying through a job board, sending in a tape and auditioning. 
He’s working hard like any good new hire — testing his routines, developing the 
character and, because this is his first stint with a hockey team, taking ice-skat- 
ing lessons. 


“A lot of people think that the person in the 
mascot suit is just some high school or col- 
lege kid trying to make some extra bucks, you 
know, just fooling around and stuff like that, 
whereas a lot of the time, it’s actually people 
who take it seriously,” J.D. said. 

How seriously? The performers did not 
want their full names printed (RedEye uses 
only nicknames in this story), nor would they 
consent to being photographed out of costume. 
Some teams go even further: The Bulls and the 
Wolves wouldn’t allow their mascots— Benny 
the Bull and Skates the Wolf— to be inter- 
viewed in or out of character. 

And speaking while actually wearing the 
suit? Not an option, which makes for some 
sticky situations, like in January when J.D. 
wasn’t able to get past security guards for the 
Winter Classic at Wrigley Field. He suited up 
outside the stadium— there was nowhere to 
dress inside— and he couldn’t plead his case. 
It seems communicating solely through high- 
fives limits one’s negotiation skills. He scram- 
bled to find someone who could vouch that he 
wasn’t just a nut case in a bird suit and eventu- 
ally made it into the game. 

Getting around in the costume is no easy feat 
either. (Try encasing yourself in a Styrofoam 


bodysuit and pulling off a halftime dance rou- 
tine and you’ll begin to understand.) 

“The suit’s so big, sometimes if you move a 
certain part of your body, YOU move it, but 
maybe the suit doesn’t move and people can’t 
see it, so you’re just kind of standing there, 
looking weird,” J.D. said. 

It gets hot in the costumes too. 

Jim’s first football game as Northwestern’s 
Willie the Wildcat almost was his last. It was 
the first game of the 2007 season, against 
Northeastern, and the temperature topped 80 
degrees. The Willie suit adds about 40 degrees, 
and Jim barely made it to the locker room to 
collapse at halftime. 

“I was very close to just passing out on the 
field, which would have been really awful,” he 
said. “Kids would have been like, ‘Mommy, 
why isn’t Willie moving?’ ‘Oh, he’s just taking 
a catnap.’ ” 

For Jim, keeping his alter ego a secret is 
tricky with university life. There are six Willie 
performers, so no one student is burdened 
with balancing schoolwork and all the mascot 
appearances. This means that Jim sometimes 
has to take the suit back to his room to air out 
or to be ready for a game the next day 

“It’s in this really big, giant baseball bag,”Jim 


said. “So, yeah, sometimes I feel like it’s really 
obvious, but at the same time, maybe people 
just think I’m the equipment guy moving some 
stuff around.” 

Jim thinks he’ll hang up the oversize mascot 
head after college, but J.D. and Pat— who used 
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MASCOT MEMORIES 



to play Sky Guy for the Sky and now works for a 
minor-league baseball team in California— are pur- 
suing mascoting as a career. J.D. might transition to 
an office-based marketing role when he’s no longer 
able to chase goalies for sport. 

While that might be a depressing switch, there’s 


a least one person who would be excited to see J.D. 
trade a feathered suit for an Armani one. 

“My dad, he kind of is more traditional,” J.D. said. 
“He’d say, ‘How’s the advertising part of your job 
going?’ ”

When I heard the menu was changing 
at Goose Island Brewpub, a spot synony- 
mous with burgers and beer in Chicago, I 
balked. Why tinker with a good thing? But 
there’s a sensible reason for the changes. 

The good people of Goose Island offer some 
sophisticated beers at the brewpub, and they 
decided it was high time the food caught up. 

To assist in the effort. Goose Island turned 
to John Manion, former chef-owner ofWicker 
Park’s now-shuttered Mas and the mastermind 
behind the menu at West Town newcomer Old 
Oak Tap. Being quite devoted to the Old Oak 
burger, the Great Burgerelli instantly was drawn 
to Manion’s work at Goose Island. One new item 
in particular caught my eye: the pate burger, a $14 
half-pounder topped with caramelized onions, 
blue cheese and duck liver pate with house-made 
quince butter. 


Burgerelli’s breakdown 

The burger: I had high hopes, so it is with a heavy 
heart that I must tell you that my burger was over- 
cooked, arriving medium-well instead of medium- 
rare as ordered. What’s more, it showed signs of 
being flattened on the grill, stripping it of remain- 
ing juicy potential. 


The bun: Quite passable bioche, though it is 
difficult to determine the true merit of a bun 
unless it is put to the test of supporting a juicy 
burger. 

The fixings: Oh my! What wonderfully beer-addled 
mind dreamt up this heavenly combination of 
toppings? Sweet onions and rich pate provide just 
the right balance to the Amablu cheese, a tart 
cave-aged blue. Sweet quince butter completes the 
vision. Alas, if only I was not so lost in lament over 
the patty, I could have truly enjoyed these strokes 
of genius. 

Everything eise: Give me a pile of frites and rame- 
kin of aioli in all its garlicky glory and I 
shall die a happy man. I also have been known 
to swoon over a fine ale, and Goose Island does 
not want for lack of such pleasures. Current 
indulgences on tap include Night Stalker, a 
hoppy imperial stout, and an equally delightful 
imperial IPA. 

Burgereili’s bottom iine: Have you ever wondered 
if man can exist on frites and beer alone? Now 
might be the time to test that theory out while the 
new menu works up to its potential.

Former Chicagoan Sharif Atkins 
(right) hit the big time, literally, when 
he starred in “The Big Time.” 

The made-for-TV movie led him to 
“ER” after John Wells, producer for both 
projects, wanted Atkins for a five-episode 
arc on the medical series. It turned into a 
five-year run as Michael Gallant, a mild- 
maiuiered County General doctor who was 
killed by a roadside bomb in Iraq in 2006. 

“It was a big deal to be thrust onto this inter- 
national stage with this show that was loved world- 
wide,” said Atkins, a Northwestern grad whose family 
lives in the Hyde Park area. “I was stopped by a couple from 
Venezuela walking down Michigan Avenue. They had seen 
it . M)u realized that it was a show that everyone really loved 
and really got into.” 

Atkins, 34, said he filmed three or four times in Chicago 
and “I was Will SmithTom Cruise for the day because I 
had all my friends there.” 

These days, Atkins lives in L.A. and misses the cama- 
raderie of the show. He said one of his favorite memories 
on “ER” was an exchange with Maura Tierney, who played 
nurse-cum-doctor Abby Lockhart. 

Atkins, who was new to the show, was trying to “make 
interesting choices with his character.” Atkins said 
Tierney told him flat-out, “Sharif, you just got to make 
your choice. This is your character.” 

Since his time on the show ended, Atkins has appeared 
on “The 4400” and “Numb3rs” and guest-starred in “Cold 
Case” in an episode that aired last month. He also recendy 
finished filming for the musical flick “Preacher’s Kid,” due 
out this year. 

Atkins said it would have been “cool” if his character 
returned to “ER” for its final season like former stars 
George Clooney and Anthony Edwards, but he was happy 
with the way Gallant died because Atkins was allowed to

As the hit show conies 
to a close, we look at its 
impact on the city

REDEYE 

Don’t feel too sorry for the patients who 
flew by helicopter to County General 
Hospital on“ER.” 

On the show, patients often were wheeled 
into a trauma room for an emergency surgi- 
cal procedure to stabilize their breathing or 
attach a dismembered limb. 

In reality, the actors were ushered into a 
$7,ooo-a-night suite at Chicago Hilton and 
Towers, which has provided the heliport for 
“ER” scenes for about a decade. 

“The roof of the hotel is the roof of 
the hospital on ‘ER’,” said Hilton spokes- 
man Robert Allegrini. “It was great for our 
guests to be able to go back home to say 
‘You’ll never guess what happened ...’” 

When County General closes its doors 
Thursday after ly seasons on NBC, a chapter 
in Chicago film history also will end. More 
than 150 locations in Chicago have been 
used to fdm “ER” since 1994, according to 
data supplied by the Chicago Film Office. 

The show, which is supposed to be based 
on life in a Chicago emergency room, has 
left quite a footprint here. “ER” pumped 
about $33.5 million into the local economy 
over the last 15 years, according to Illinois 
Film Office managing director Betsy 
Steinberg. Cast and crew ate in local res- 


taurants and stayed in hotels, and Chicago 
actors often were used as recurring extras. 

“It brought a lot of work to Chicago 
actors,” said Kurt Naebig, who played a 
paramedic in two episodes. 

Naebig’s first appearance was in 1995, 
in the most-watched episode in “ER” his- 
tory Forty-eight million people tuned in to 
see George Clooney’s character. Dr. Doug 
Ross, save a 12-year-old boy stuck in a storm 
drain. Naebig played the paramedic who 
argued with Ross about where to take the 
boy after he was rescued. Ross and the boy 
flew by helicopter to County General. 

“It was two-minute scene with him. ... I 
had no idea the power of this TV show,” said 
Naebig, 45, of Lombard. “The phone started 
ringing at about 9 a.m. I just kept clicking 
over from one phone call to the next.” 

Naebig saidhe got paid $800 for the scene, 
but stiU receives residuals from the re-airing 
of the episode, which netted five Emmy 
nominations. In 2000, Naebig played a dif- 
ferent paramedic in an episode that guest- 
starred Sally Field. That episode was shot 
near State and Oak Streets, Naebig said. 

For the most part, the show filmed in L.A., 
but “ER” came to Chicago at least a few times 
each season, the film ofirce records show 

When the cast came to town, the fans 
knew it. 


Clooney John Stamos and the rest of the 
crew were regulars at Rosebud on Rush on 
filming days, general manager Dino Mazzei 
said. 

One night the cast got an ovation from 
diners, Mazzei said, and the stars also signed 
autographs. 

“ It’s very good for business,” Mazzei said. 
“We’re going to miss them.” 

Roxanne Atkins, public relations man- 
ager for Gibsons Restaurant Group, said 
Stamos recently came in for lunch and read 
a script, which he later autographed for 
Gibsons. Atkins said he also mentioned 
Gibsons in an episode. 

The cast and crew showed up a few times 
at North Pond restaurant in Lincoln Park. 
But they weren’t there to unwind— they 
were there to work. 

The show filmed at the restaurant about 
eight years ago and again in 2006, when it 
served as a backdrop for a funeral reception, 
chef Bruce Sherman said. The restaurant 
stayed open during filming and Parminder 
Nagra, who played Dr. Neela Rasgotra, later 
dined there, Sherman said. 

“My daughter came down— she was 9 — 
got her autograph. She still has the auto- 
graph sitting up on the bulletin board in her 
room,” Sherman said. “It’s pretty cool to be 
a part of it.” tswartz@tribune.com

Wrestling fans know Copeland as “Edge,” 
the self-proclaimed Rated R Superstar of 
World Wrestling Entertainment. And while 
he plays the bad guy in the ring, he’s a fan 
favorite. 

When he’s not in character, Copeland’s 
an easygoing fellow who just enjoys life, especially when it comes to 
wrestling. 

“I just showup and have fun and leave it there,” he said during a 
recent phone interview “Really, that’s my mentality now Put me in 
the ring, and that’s when the serious side will turn on.”
